A SOUTHERN o p i n i o n . 
The Proposed Boycott A gainst the North 
U tterly Im practicable. 
S t. L ouis, July 27th.—Governor Ross, of 
Texas, in an interview yesterday, in reply 
to an inquiry as to his opinion of the pro­ 
posed boycott of the North by the South, 
said:“I deem the proposed boycott utterly 
impracticable; 
and if practicable, it 
would be unwise, because it would array 
the North and South against each other in 
a permanent political, sociai and commer­ 
cial hostility. It would'withdraw millions 
of Eastern capital from the South and 
destroy the credit of thousands of Southern 
merchants. 
“It would, in every Southern community, 
create implacable enmities between those 
who wavered and those who refused to join 
the boycott. A citizen’s loyalty to his 
State and country would be tested by a 
falte standard, while in the North every 
interest would be arrayed solidly against 
the South. 
"If practicable, it would be indefensible, 
because in would involve the injury of 
friends and foes alike. It would be predi­ 
cated on the assumption that the Force 
Bill, once enacted into a law. would be un­ 
repeatable: that the just sentiment of all 
sections couid not be relied upon to relieve 
the oppressed section from a measure found 
to be tyrannical and dangerous to peace." 


BEHRING SEA. 
A N ew York Journal’s Very Pithy Advice 
to Great Britain. 
N ew Y o rk , July 27th—The Tribune pub­ 
lishes in full Blaine’s tive-coluniu letter of 
June JOth to the British Minister in refuta­ 
tion of Salisbury’s claim that the United 
States had once disputed Russia’s sover­ 
eignty in Behring Sea, and says it must 
be apparent that Great Britain is forcing us 
into a position in which we must assert the 
principle of self-preservation. She had ad­ 
mitted onr fairness and the justness of onr 
moderaie claims, but with a record of his 
own staring him in the face he (Salisbury), 
cocerced by his colony, now asserts claims 
that are utterly irreconcilable with the 
previous admissions and impossible for us 
to allow. 
He has brought the negotiations to such 
a state that we are justified in calling upon 
the British nation to consider carefully 
what it wants. Does it want to go to war 
with the United States in support of its 
colony in what Salisbury has himself 
called “The wanton destruction of a val­ 
uable industry ?’’ 
It entertains nosuch purpose. It should 
give heed to what its government is doing. 
It should know that the Prime Minister 
has delivered to our executive a very dis- 
liuct intimation of war. That he has said 
he “would hold the Government of the 
United States responsible” for its acts in 
protecting its “valuable industry” from 
“wanton destruction.” 
The Americau people don’t want any 
war. They ask only what the English 
government has admitted to be theirs bv 
the right of purchase, or what Salisbury 
has admitted to be fair and just. It is 
time the English people waken up to the 
fact that their government is leading them 
into trouble and in dangerous waters. 


JUDGE 8. S. MARSHALL 
Sudden D eath c fa W idely-know n D em o­ 
cratic Statesm an. 
McLANEeBORO (111.), July 27th.—Judge S. 
S. Marshall died suddenly in this city yes­ 
terday, aged 69. 
Judge Marshall bad been prominent in 
Democratic politics in this State since the 
forties, and was widely known in other 
States. He was elected to Congress from 
the Nineteenth District in 1854, and served 
fourteen years. He represented the Dem­ 
ocratic party for the State at large in the 
Charleston Convention, the Baltimore Con­ 
vention which nominated Douglas, the 
Cnieago Convention which nominated 
McClellan, and was chairman of the Illi­ 
nois delegation at the Cincinnati Conven­ 
tion which nominated Hendricks. 
He 
was also a member of the consulting con­ 
vention at Philadelphia, which had for its 
object the determination of the proper 
course of the Democracy regarding the diffi­ 
culties between President Johnson and the 
Republican party.) 


RAILW AY e m p l o y e s . 
M eeting of tlio Grand Council of the Pro­ 
tective Union. 
B o sto n , July 27th.—Delegates from 105 
railroad centers in this country and Canada 
attended a meeting of the Grand Council 
of Steam Railroad Men's Protective Union 
today. The necessity for an automatic 
draw bar, a guard-rail and a higher eleva­ 
tion of bridges was forcibly presented by 
many delegates. The question of reduced 
hours of labor for trainmen and switch­ 
men and more wages was discussed, but 
nothing definite done. Several standmg 
committees and the General President 
were instructed to secure the enactment of 
legislative measures in the interests of rail­ 
road employes.

the 
Intense E xcitem ent in Fresno Over 
Tragedy. 
F re sn o , July 27th.—The intense interest 
in and excitement over the Stillman-Fiske 
tragedy is something phenomenal in this 
connty. All day throngs of people, male 
and female, have poured into the morgue 
to gaze upon the body of John D. Fiske. 
Everyone has his own theory of the kill­ 
ing. Many believe that Stillman was justi­ 
fied, while others denounce his act as a 
cowardly murder. 
At an early hour this morninjfsome one 
on J street yelled, "Hang him !’’ This was 
the signal for the assembling of fifty or 
more, who were boisterous and loud in 
their denunciations of Stillman. 
The 
crowd moved from coiner to corner, where 
it was frequently enlarged, and for awhile 
It would seem that mob violence was im­ 
minent. 
The attaches of the Sheriff's office got 
wind of the proposed attack, and made 
preparations for a warm reception. Strong 
talk was had of calling out the militia. 
The crowd gradually grew smaller, and an 
hour afterward the assemblage dispersed. 
THE INqUEST. 
F re sn o , July 27tb.—The Coroner's jury 
in the case of Fiske, who was shot last 
night by J. L. Stillman, to day rendered 
the following verdict: “We find that the 
deceased, J. D. Fiske, came to his death by 
a gunshot wound inflicted by a pistol in 
the hands of Joseph L. Stillman, with in­ 
tent to murder.” 
The funeral will be held to-morrow. 


DESTRUCTIVE FLAMES. 
An Idaho Town R eported to H ave Been 
D estroyed by Fire. 
P ortlan d , July 27th.—An Oregonian 
special from Spokang Falls says: “News 
reached here this evening that the town of 
Wallace, Idaho, the great mining camp of 
the Creur d’Alene mining district, has been 
completely destroyed by fire. At 7 o’clock 
the Union Pacific train despatcher at 
Tekeo, Wash., received word from the 
Western Union operator at Wallace that 
the town wa9 doomed, and that the fire 
was getting near his office in the depot, 
and he would have to move the instru­ 
ments out at once. 
"The fire, it is reported, started in the 
upper end of town, and as the Union Pa­ 
cific depot is at the opposite end of the 
town, it is thought the entire business por­ 
tion of the town has been destroyed. It is 
thought by business men of bpokane Falls 
who ate interested there, that the loss will 
be fully half a million dollars. 
th e new s co n firm ed. 
L a te r .—An official of the Union Pacific 
has just received a dispatch that the entire 
town was destroyed except the depots of 
the Union Pacific aud the Northern Pa­ 
cific.Through a special to the Jlei iew at 11 p. 
m. from the operator at W arner it has been 
ascertained that the fire started in the Cen­ 
tral Hotel and burned east over the entire 
town. It was also rumored that the Union 
Pacific and Northern Pacific depots, with 
cars on the tracks, were burned. This, 
however, cannot be verified. 
The following leading business houses 
were burned: Holly, Moon, Marks & Co., 
the postoffice building. White ifc Bendel’s 
general store, McElroy & Vedder. McNab& 
Vidders. Telephone Exchange of Wallace, 
Joseph Cartson, J. McCurdy, Carter House, 
Club Theater, with a score of saloons, 
restaurants, offices, etc. A private dis­ 
patch says that 500 people are homeless. 
The town of Wallace is situated 110 miles 
southeast ot SpokaDe Falls, and it was 
probably the most flourishing mining town 
in the Northwest. 


MORMON CHURCH MONET. 
It is Claim ed to be Invested in California 
to Escape S.eizure. 
S an F ra n c isco , July 27th —The Chronicle 
says: It has been ascertained that al­ 
though only $700,000 worth of property 
belonging to the Mormon church was 
found by the United States Marshal in 
Utah, when instructed to seize all the 
Mormon funds, from live to eight million 
dollars of Mormon capital is invested in 
San Francisco and other California cities. 
This money has been invested in real 
estate and manufacturing enterprises under 
the name of individuals who have made 
investments, not apparently for thechtwch, 
but for themselves. This method has been 
adopted with the hope that the United 
States Government would find no trace of 
the money. 
The Mormon capital invested here has 
been handled by the Pacific Bank and 
Anglo California Bank. R. H. McDonald 
Jr., of the Pacific Bank, admits that his 
bank liad handled Mormon tunds, but re­ 
fused to make public the transactions.

Badlam and Isaac Trombo, of this 
city, for the past year. Trumbo is now in 
Sait Lake City, and Badlam denies the 
Chronicle's story.

IRRIGATION. 
Dr. Shield»’ View» ou the Subject—W hat 
W ater Can Accoinpli»h. 
E ds. R ecobd-U nion: Having lived in 
El Dorado couuty from ’52 to ’56, I often 
traversed that part of this county between 
Folsom and Sacramento. The improved 
farm with fruit tree ornament was the ex­ 
ception rather than the rule in those days. 
Seeing a few of these oases, for as such 
they pleased and impressed the traveler 
the burden of my wish was to see them 
multiplied and enlarged. I have lived to 
witness this in at least tweDty-fold degrees, 
and the whole phase of these plains have 
been wonderfully changed. 
I sha'l meet with no contradiction when 
I say7 tüat the change has been wrought by 
the use of water. I will venture the asser­ 
tion that a twenty-fold increase of water 
will produce a change in the future of the 
same proportions in both number of im­ 
provements and in their extent. 
The ratio of sickness has not kept up 
with the improvements and changes. On 
the contrary, the increase by this multiple 
has caused no increase in the amount - f 
sickness. 
Let not the idea for the present be fur­ 
ther advanced than our abundant observa­ 
tions will fully confirm. If a ditch of half 
the capacity of the American river were 
carried through Sacramento county with 
no branches or subdivisions, and with suf­ 
ficient fall to make a fairly scouring cur­ 
rent, the carrying could have no other 
than a wholesome effect. Of course the 
bottom of the ditch would or might need 
stirring and certain catch-basins to empty 
the soil accumulations made to preserve its 
carrying capacity; but both these results 
are inherent in the very idea of a ditch. 
The object in forming a ditch is not 
primarily the change of the bed of a stream 
or the multiplying objects of beauty, such 
as farms as above described. But if its 
formation is attended by the attainment of 
these as adjuncts, the formation will be 
stimulated and not retarded by it. 
As the construction of sidewalks in a 
city without attention to its shade will 
produce blindness, so in the country out­ 
side, a bare stabkle field is injurious to 
look upon. But the remedy of the field by 
a coat of green growth is far more complete 
than that of the sidewalk by a change of 
color. 
It is not an exaggeration to say that the 
green coating of fields changes the tempera­ 
ture even as the foot-hills and mountains 
are changed by the destruction of forests. 
Climatic changes are wrought by cultiva­ 
tion, but chieflr by verdure. For example, 
the wind circulates by the change of tem­ 
perature. Heated air rises to higher alti­ 
tudes and the cold air rushes in to fill the 
vacuum. If the vacuum is located nearer 
to the ocean the current is from that source, 
but if nearer the snow mountains the 
direction of the wind is changed as to that 
locality. This doubtless gives origin to 
a north or south wind for us, and we can 
have either by changing the line of great­ 
est heat toward the mountains or ocean by 
the placement of our green fields or orch­ 
ards near the one or the other. 
Thus, by a certain control over the circu­ 
lation of the winds we have the means of 
control over health that these give—in ad­ 
dition to the beauty and health created by 
the current of streams—both of which act 
thus together for our benefit if harnessed 
for our use.

BLOODY AFFAIR AT HOWELL’S 


WALTER PIERSON KILLED BY A GANG 
OF CHINAMEN. 


Eight M ongolians Assault a Party 
W hites W ith K nives—Three 
Men Slashed. 


or 


Ijist night a telephone message was re­ 
ceived by the Coroner from Perkins' Sta­ 
tion announcing that Walter Lewis Pier­ 
son, who resides near Howells, on ths 
Cosumnes, had been killed by a Chinaman. 
No particulars concerning the affair were 
telephoned, except that the Chinaman had 
escaped, and that the weapon used was a 
knife. 
Sheriff' McMullen and Deputy Coroner 
George Clark started at once for the scene 
of the tragedy. 
Pierson was a son of John Pierson, a 
prominent and well-to-do farmer in the lo­ 
cality mentioned. He was 30 years of age, 
and bad a large number of acquaintances 
in this city. 
LATER— HOW IT OCCURRED. 
About 1 o’clock this morniDg two voting 
meu came to the city for a coffiu and for 
ice with which to preserve the body, and 
were met by a Rkcorp-Union reporter, 
whose attention was attractid by the 
coffin which protruded from their wagon. 
From them was learned the following 
facts: 
On Saturday a woodchopper(whosenaine 
is unknown), employed on the ranch of 
Dennis Dalton, was sent to an orchard 
some distance off for some fruit. There was 
a gang of Chinamen engaged in drying the 
fruit, and they refused to recognize Dal- 
tou s order, although the orchard was un­ 
der his control, and drove the man off the 
place, one of them at the same time punch­ 
ing btrn in the side with the muzzle of a 
shotgun. 
On his return to the Dalton ranch the 
men there guyed him about the affair until 
he declared that he could whip the Mon­ 
golian in a fair fight. In order to test his 
courage (so the story goes), the men all 
said they would go with him to the fruit 
ranch and see that he got a fair show. 
Yesterday they went there. Among the 
party was Dennis Dalton and his son, 
Walter 
Pearson, 
Pat 
Doran, 
the 
woodchopper, and a couple of other 
white 
men. 
When 
they 
reached 
the place some eight Chinamen were en­ 
gaged in slicing fruit. One of the party 
(our informant) weut up to the Chinaman 
whom the woodchopper was to whip and 
borrowed his knife, and as soon as the 
Mongolian was unarmed some one of the 
party said : 
"Now, let’s see you lick him !” 
Tne words were no sooner said than 
the Chinamen all sprang from their 
benches, knives in band, and rushing up 
on the white men, commenoed slashing 
right and left. 
Our informant declares the white men 
were entirely unarmed and unable to de­ 
fend themselves against the knives of the 
Chinamen; that they had not anticipated 
any difficulty, but merely wished to test 
the woodchopper’s mettle. The latter and 
Dolan were cut in many places before they 
could escape. 
The other white men all got away, except 
young Pierson, who wits stabbed in the 
side and back, and lived but a few minutes. 
The Chinamen all took to a large corn­ 
field, in which they managed to hide, and 
when our informant left the scene none of 
them had been captured. 
The deceased was once employed as 
clerk at the Eldred House in this city. 
There is great excitement in the neigh­ 
borhood, and it is not unlikely that some 
of the Chinamen will be shot down by the 
friends of young Pierson if found.

AMERICAN DIPLOMACY. 


A m erican pride is not a little plumed 
by the common admission th at in the 
B ehring Sea correspondence the U nited 
States has the best of the diplom atic a r­ 
gument, and has put the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent upon the defensive. 
In one re­ 
spect, that relative to the charge^that the 
breaking off of the negotiations was due 
to partisan fear, it has 
brought Lord 
Salisbury to his knees with apologetic ex­ 
pression. 
A little backbone in the Repub­ 
lic has a wonderfully good effect upon 
th e manners of monarchies in their com­ 
munications to, and relations with the 
U nited States. 
.dr. Bayard had by his temporizing 
Drought us to the verge of acquiescence in 
th e proftosed abandonment of the Beh­ 
ring Sea, pending negotiations for a settle­ 
m ent of the dispute. M r. Blaine has saved 
us from th at hum iliation, and restored us to 
the position of one possessing property 
w hich another claims, and who replies to 
the claimant: 
“Very well, prove 
your 
claim to be right and I will surrender the 
property. 
But I am in possession and 
have been for a century. 
I respectfully 
decline to perm it you to take and 
use 
th e property trending the production of 
testim ony, to establish your claim.” 
There is probably nothing more grat­ 
ifying in the whole affair, or better calcu­ 
lated to unify American sentim ent, than 
th e splendid exhibition of Americanism 
and statesmanship by the U. 8. Secretary 
in reference to Mr. Phelps. 
M r. Phelps 
was the American M inister at the Court 
of St. Jam es under Mr. Cleveland, the 
political enemy of Mr. 
Blaine. 
Mr. 
Phelps was inseparably involved in the 
negotiations conducted by Mr. 
Bayard 
w ith Lord Salisbury, and made a verbal 
agreem ent with the 
latter as to the 
term s of conducting the 
negotiations. 
Salisbury attempted to make this situa­ 
tion tend to the discomforture of the 
U nited States, assuming that the Republi­ 
can adm inistration of General H arrison 
would not lose the opiw rtunity to rebukei 
if not repudiate, the action of the repre­ 
sentative of the late Democratic adminis- 
•-ation. 
But the great Euglish diplom at 
failed of his purpose. 
Not only does the 
--•cretary decline to show partisan feeling, 
but he manfully defends M r. Phelps, 
stands behind his adm inistration of the 
m inisterial office, and commends the steps 
he took. 
Such breadth of view has as­ 
tonished even the English press, which 
discovers that Americanism is blood, but 
partisanship in American politics is water. 


3C0TCHING THE SNAKE. 


'he latest proposition in Congress con­ 
cerning the suppression of the lottery evil 
is practical, and has in it strong elements 
of success. 
It is proposed to forbid the use 
of the mails to all circulars, newspapers or 
other m atter of printed or w ritten form, of 
anv manner or device, contaiuiog anv ac­ 
count, in any form, of lottery announce­ 
m ents or of drawings. 
Also to send to the 
dead letter office any mail m atter ad­ 
dressed to lottery managers or agents, or 
any banks or agencies or persons acting as 
go-betweens for lotteries. 
1 here can be no question about the con­ 
stitutionality of the measure. The Federal 
Governm ent has the right to determine 
w iiat mail m atter is immoral and opposed 
to good pnblic policy. 
T hai lias been de­ 
cided repeatedly, and there is no issue left 
•concerning it. 
Not only is it the law, but 
it is supported bv every dictate of reason. 
It is ecmtra bonos niores to advertise a faro 
bank or any gaming table, or a house of 
prostitution or lewd and forbidden publica­ 
tion, and there are none who condemn the 
G overnm ent for prohibiting the use of the 
m ails to such advertising and to swindlers, 
cheats and publishers of forbidden books. 
T h e lottery stands on the same level with 
these— indeed, the faro bank, roulette or 
alm ost any other gaining device is more 
creditable to the promotors than is the lot­ 
tery to its managers. 
T he laws of this State prohibit the ad­ 
vertising of lotteries, and no man questions 
the wisdom of such governm ental con­ 
demnation, except a few misguided people 
who are purposely blind to the teachings 
of the past, and the potent vicious results 
of unrestricted gaming in civilized com­ 
m unities. 
The law is flagrantly violated 
In • alifom ia, to lie sure, but it remains 
upon the statute book. 
If, now, it is sup­ 
plem ented by refusal of the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent to perm it its postal facilities to be 
made avenues for any form of illicit adver­ 
tising, the lottery evil will be scotched if 
not killed, and a long step in advance will 
have been taken.

The Chicago correspondent of the New 
York Spirit, in his letter of July 12th, 
says: 
‘‘The week’s sport, generally very good 
and enjoyable, was marred by the untimely 
taking ofl of jockey Abbas. 
The deceased 
youth, who was a fair rider, was the sup­ 
port of a widowed mother and two sisters, 
who live in Texas, and his nntimely taking 
off was a sad blow to tbe family. It speaks 
well for the generosity of horsemen gener­ 
ally that nearly $2,000 was raised among 
them for the benefit of the bereaved mother 
and sisters. The remarkable form dis­ 
played by some of the California animals 
furnished the most notable feature of the 
week’s sport. Riufax is the crowned king 
of the two-year-olds out this way, aud his 
stable companion, Homer, ranks away 
above the other Western two-vear-olds. In 
the three-year old line Racine has fairly 
and squarely asserted his supremacy, so 
that it can probably be said that a tirsr- 
class two-year-old and a first-class three- 
year-old have come to the front at last. 
“The talk in turf circles has been about 
the wonderful California animals aud their 
wonderful performances. Heretofore the 
Santa’Anita Stable (Baldwin) monopolized 
what was noteworty in connection with the 
doings of California horses, but this season 
the tables have been almost turned. While 
the Baldwin string has done moderately 
well, there has been nothing notable or 
sensational to relate in connection with the 
stable, und no famous flyer to write about. 
With some of the other California stables 
it is different, for they have produced not 
only record breakers, but two year-olds 
and three-year-oids that, compared with 
the average Western youngsters, suggest an 
extraordinary contrast. 
The three-year- 
old, Racine, is the fastest animal iu the 
W est, young or old, aud I am not sure that 
he has an equal in the East. 
‘As already stated, he is by Bishop, and 
that suggests a few words about his sire, 
now in the Kennesaw stud. Bishop is by 
Shannon, a grandson of Lexington, and 
raced in California in his early turf career. 
Then he was sent East, where he was first 
put to jumping, but was a failure at that. 
The horse had bad legs, and about that 
time he was purchased by the Islip Stable. 
His ugly-looking limbs were fired ana doc­ 
tored, and subsequently, in the winter of 
1888 9, he won a lot of money for his own­ 
ers on the Guttenberg track, after which be 
was purchased by Captain James Franklin. 
Tne tamous imported mare Fairv Rose was 
bred to Bishop before the latter left Cali­ 
fornia, and the record-braker, Racine, was 
the issue of the meeting. 
Racine is owned 
by Leland Stanford, and his running qual­ 
ities are leased by the Undine Stable. 
“Another fast California three-year-old, 
but hardly as fast as Racine, is Pliny, by 
Flood, dam Precious. 
He started here 
twice, aud, strangely enough, was not 
placed in his first race. 
By the public be 
was thought good enough to win, and in 
the first betting he was made a favorite. 
Very soon, however, the odds began to 
lengthen until they finally touched at 15 
to 1. « ’he peculiar figurea elicited all sorts 
of comment, which were emphasized by 
the colt not getting a place. 
A few days 
later he started in about the same com­ 
pany, when, strange to relate, the odds 
about him were 1 to 2, and he won in a 
gallop. 
“In the elder division the Californians 
are well represented by famous flyers, the 
best of them probably being Almont, by 
Three Cheers, danj Question. He won the 
Great Western handicap in grand style and 
in fast time. He is a four-year-old, aud is 
owned by 8enator Hearst. A1 Farrow is 
also a fast animal, with some good races to 
his credit during the present meeting. 
“I am inclined to think, though, that the 
California two-year-olds have shown to bet­ 
ter advantage than any of those named, 
not even accepting Racine, and this was 
pretty fully illustrated 
to-day in tbe 
Friendly 8takes. In that race there were 
no less than seventeen starters, including 
the very pick and cream of Western young­ 
sters. 
Well, Rinfax actually ran away 
from all of them, making such a show ot 
them as El Rio Rey would of a lot of selling 
platers. Rinfax’sstable companion, Homer, 
came in second, and there was nothing 
near the string at the finish but the pair. 
It is said that Homer is the better of the 
two, but this is very doubtful, judging by 
to-day’s performance, which, however, was 
on a very heavy track. 
“A few weeks ago I stated that a first- 
class two-year old or three-year-old had 
not come to the front in the West this sea­ 
son. 
If Racine, Rinfax and Homer are 
not iirs.-class they are certainly ven' nearly 
so. They are at least far ahead of the 
average lot of youngsters that have been 
performing in the West daring the spring 
and summer. 
It is said, too, that ihe best 
of all the Californians is Senator Stanford's 
three year-old colt. Flambeau, by Wildidle. 
He could easily show his heels to llacme, 
but subsequently went amiss. Rinfax is 
by Argyle, and Homer ia by Shannon. All 
of those named will be seen East this year. 
Riufax and Homer belong to the Undine 
stable.” 


TH E “ K ID OLOVE” TBA IK ER. 
Senator Hearst has finally done what it 
would have been wise for him to have done 
long ago, says the New York Times. 
He 
has got rid of the kid glove trainer of his 
atable. Matt Allen, and has put his stable 
in charge of Albert Cooper, one of the best 
trainers in the country.

at the finish.

Cooper as finely bred lot of horses as any 
man ever owned, and after he can get them 
into racing condition, which Mr. Allen 
never could do, they will certaiüly prove 
to be money-earners. One thing is certain, 
the Senator’s horses will not now be sent to 
post unless they are fit to run.

On Friday the youne California trotting 
mare Margaret S., the mighty daughter of 
Director and May Day, administered de­ 
feat to William»’ Allerton, after the latter 
bad secured two beats and seemed to have 
the race well in hand. The mare gave evi­ 
dence of her great stamina anjl won in the 
long drawn battle, distancing Allerton in 
the last heat. She took the first, fourth 
and fifth heats, tbe second and third going 
to her rival. The time was 2:18} 2 10} 
2:181. 2:23}. 2:20}. The stallion won the 
fast beats of tbe contest, but sulked at the 
wrong times. 


PALO ALTO ANP JACK. 
On August 2d Palo Alto will meet Jack 
in tbeir great match race. It will be a con­ 
test for blood, as both horses vyill be driven 
by men who have never been known to 
pnll a race—Doble and Marvin. As to the 
outcome of the contest, there is bat little 
doubt in the minds of those who have seen 
Palo Alto trot. 
He has a record of 2:121, 
agaiust 2:15 for Jack. His mile, however, 
was trotted against time, under the most 
favorable circumstances, while Jack earned 
his mark in a long-drawn contest with 
other horses. One thing is certain, the 
race will be close, if both horses sre right, 
and tbe fastest contest on record is apt to 
De the result.

Before the Unitarian Society yesterday 
Rev. C. P. Massey took for his text II. 
Sarane!, vi., 6 7: “And when they came to 
Nachon’s threshing floor, Uzzah put forth 
his hand to the ark of God, and took hold 
of it, for the oxen shook i t ; and the anger 
of the Lord was kindled against Uzzah ; 
and God smote him there for his error, and 
there he died by the ark of God.” He said : 
I announced my discourse for this morning 
as a plea for the present and the near, and 
I announced it so, because I believe that in 
the consideration of sacred things men are 
too much disposed to measure these things 
by ancient standards, forgetting what spirit 
of God and what revelation of His pur­ 
pose there may still be with as in tbe world 
to-day. And because the ark of God which, 
in our newer terminology, may be called 
the kingdom of heaven does not advance 
with apparent steadiness of progress, intru­ 
sive 
hands are 
everywhere 
stretched 
out to hold 
it 
steady to 
its 
coarse 
to 
protect 
it 
against 
any 
jost­ 
ling 
influences 
which 
a 
newer or­ 
der 
of 
events, 
a newer civilization, 
with its newer aims and newer ideas, may 
have upon it. 
If we are to believe those 
who so persistently cling to ancient stand­ 
ard-, there is but little in our modern life, 
excepting so much of it as with conscious 
purpose conforms to some older type, that 
can merit even the mostqnalified approval. 
That this modern life is so frequently de­ 
scribed as Godless, as principally concerned 
about the things which pertain to this 
wcrld, is, I think, because it is estimated 
by standards not its own, so that the good 
that really does residein it is made to wear 
the face of evil, and for the simple reason 
that the practices and employments of the 
people are not patterned after what has no 
possible telation to us in our present sur­ 
roundings, the physical, intellectual and 
moral environments in which we dud our­ 
selves placed. 
It is a monstrous assumption to think 
that the Anglo Saxon life of this cantury 
is not concerned about what mav be de­ 
nominated the problems of the soul. As 
Mr. Dow, the English essayist, has recently 
said, however, history 
may change its 
countenance, the one problem which is the 
heart of it remains everlastingly the same. 
Through all thought aud action, all civili­ 
zation and life, iu every life, there beats 
the somber monotone of the one question, 
What does it mean ? 
. 
It is true, it may not be the best po3.-ible 
life, not by any means the ideal life, that 
is pulsing around us in our homes and in 
our marts to-day, bnt while there may be 
much to deplore in it, there is also much 
toadmire. The emphasis seems to be right 
in a good many instances. 
But that this 
emphasis is changed from what it formerly 
was is indisputable. Taking what has been 
conventionally accepted ad Christianity as 
the type, the'eis no question that it has per­ 
sistently divorced 90U l f r o m sense, and has 
projected every important interest to a 
time when the bonds which bind the spirit 
to this world shall be forever loosed. The 
question which may be said to especially 
interest the most thoughtful and earnest of 
the time is not, as hitherto, What shall be­ 
come of us when we die? but What is the 
highest meaning of this life for man? Tfiat 
our life seems irreligious to many is be­ 
cause of this newer search. Old methods 
and old standards have been abandoned, 
and men assume to work out the problem 
of human destiny in a manner befitting 
their circumstances and their surroundings. 
Perhaps Christianity in its spirit and ts 
sence was never so active in the world as it 
is to day, but it is active without the 
dogma. The common heart is responsive 
to the inflaeDce of all that is good, but there 
is a determination that there shall be no 
organized coercion of any kind—political, 
social or religious. To many, this modern 
life of ours,with its emphasis upon the real 
and the tangible, has but little to recom­ 
mend it to their regard. The ark of God 
in their opinion is menaced by an ever pres­ 
ent danger, and hands are being stre'.ched 
to st ty it lest it fall. But is there so abso­ 
lute a necessity for this concern? Conven­ 
tional religion fears to trust a time in wh;cb 
the attention is being strangely transferred 
from the good that may be to the good that 
is, and fails to see that what is really un­ 
worthy and base can be more easily eradi­ 
cated by every endeavor to dignify and 
ennoble this present life, to hold it at some 
ideal estimate. 
I 
have too frequently 
□ rged the uecessity for a higher life among 
us, intellectual and moral, in order that 
sincerity 
and 
seriousness 
shall 
dis­ 
tinguish 
us 
as 
a 
community, 
to 
necessitate any qualification of my state­ 
ments. 
But I would wish 
to 
insist 
upon these things, as good in themselves 
as calculated to purify and dignify what has 
too frequently been contemptuously re­ 
garded as the finite, when the infinite was 
supposed to merit an exclusive attention. 
We do not by any means disparage the in­ 
finite in this way, but we interpret it as 
only it can be really interpreted, by taking 
the threads, which, simply in their finite 
ends, come into our hands, and weaving 
them into a harmonious patiero of infinite 
beauty and glory. 
I have such laith in God. and so in His 
human children His spirit inspires, that I 
em unwilling in my moments of deliber­ 
ate thought to hold any view disparaging 
to the essential dignity of our social life. 
Because the old spirit of conformity does 
not prevail, because the better life, the 
Christian life of the community, if you 
please, does not now so much express it­ 
self through churches and allied institu­ 
tions, I, for one, see no deliberate attempt 
of our citizens to violate tbe moral integ­ 
rity of our social order, and introduce a 
reign of license and disorder here. Policy, 
good sense, the recognition of the moral 
foundations upon wtiich all good is built, 
would each and all enter their protest 
agatns* 
any 
such 
enterprise. 
It 
is 
neither 
right 
nor 
fair 
to 
measure 
our 
life 
as 
a 
community 
bv 
tbe 
poorest expression. There is indifference 
enough iu it to any noble ends or aims, 
but there is much in it also to recommend 
it to our regard. 
It is a life in which 
sensuous gratification ia being had in a 
marked degree; the influences of our cli­ 
mate court to this, and I truly believe that 
are placed at a serious disadvan'age in 
cuurastw iib other communities because 
of it. 
But I am unwilling to acknowledge 
that notwithstanding this outdoor life of 
outs, this dalliance with pleasure in many 
of its forms, the heart of the people does 
not beat true to promptings of duty and of 
faith. 
And let us be fair to our human 
natnre too. To submit the senses to the 
soul may be our bounden doty, but the 
senses cannot be entirely ignored. Our 
physical organism cannot be disregarded ; 
no agony of asceticism or of religion can 
entirely banisb the sensuous natnre. Our 
social life is greatly the product of our 
physical 
surroundings, and cannot be 
changed while these surroundings con­ 
tinue 
Bat it is a very natural hnntan life 
—a life which appreciates the good which 
is in it, accepts it and welcomes it to its 
embrace. 
I decline, however, to measure 
that life by its outward expression, and 
prefer to look beneath the exhibition of 
pleasure at the public pagsant, at the even­ 
ing concert, at all that ministers to sensu­ 
ous delight, to find in the heart of man 
those qualities which put upon him tbe 
crown of his imperishable glory. 
But in this existing protest which soci­ 
ety seent9 to be making against any arbi­ 
trary dispensation of religion, there is but 
little ribaldry, little of ridicnle of its im ­ 
portant offices. TafclDg the life which onr 
modern society best represents. I do not 
find in it any cf the violent intrusion of 
tbe simply frivolous which characterized 
the protest of the Cavalier against the 
practice of tbe Puritan. 
Snch a protest 
was natural, but religion ha9 been so long 
ii!us'rated 
as ¡a caricature of solemn­ 
ity that it is indicative of the earnest, even 
if we are compelled to add somewhat in­ 
tellectually skeptical spirit of the times, 
that this protest of the Cavalier does not 
continne, and onr common life evidence a 
caricature of mirth. 
But even tbe Cava­ 
lier, basking in the light of his lady’s eye, 
and reveling in the sparkle of the wine 
bowl, could yet write— 
•‘I could not love thee, dear, So m nch. 
Loved I not honor m ore." 
The heart of man is I say essentially 
right, and all things go to teach us faith, if 
we will only obey. The hands which are 
being constantly stretched out t09teady the 
ark of God are the bands of those "who 
would have its course hold persistently to 
some humanly appointed way, and who 
watch with trepidation tbe shaking it must 
receive as it essays some new pathway of 
progress. 
' 
As religions men and women, as Chris­

HOW THESE NUMBERS DISCLOSED PIL­ 
FERING OF THE MAILS. 


A S acram en to L etter-C arrier A rrested 


fo r th e C rim e C on fesses I t—B o w 


H e W as F ou n d O u t 


N otwithstanding the fact that very few 
if any acts of pilfering from the United 
States m ails have escaped detection, men 
in the em ploym ent of the Postal Depart­ 
m ent are now and then still found in acts 
of thieving. W herever there is loss of 
money or valuables from the mails, the 
attaches of the office of dispatch and that 
of receipt, and the postal cleiks between, 
all full under suspicion, and however hard 
the burden, it mu9t be borne until tbe 
crime is fastened upon the real offender. 
Snch odium has unavoidably attached 
for a few weeks past to the Sacramento 
Poatoffice attacbt a, because there was a thief 
amoDg the employes handling letters, but 
just which one of them was not positively 
determined until yesterday forenoon, when 
U nited States Assistant Inspector Erwin 
took into custody George G. Brentner, a 
carrier and office assistant, upon a charge 
of opening letters of others and appropriat­ 
ing the money contects to his own use. 
Brentner has been in the service of the 
Sacramento office fourteen and a half 
m onths, and had just won the right to be 
promoted from the third to the second class 
for his efficiency. H e is a rather tall and 
prepossessing young man, about 27 years 
of age, whose father resides in Merced. The 
youog man is married and has children. 
Some little time prior to the retirement 
of Postm asterStephens.in JuD e, complaints 
came to tbe office that merchants and 
others of this city failed to receive letters 
which their correspondents abroad wrote 
they had mailed to them with money in­ 
closures. It was impossible at that time 
to fix even suspicion upon any particular 
person, or, indeed, to be certain that the 
offense was committed in the Sacramento 
office. 
Shortly alter J. O. Coleman became Post­ 
master among the first things that came to 
his attention were tbe complaints that small 
amounts of money mailed to correspond­ 
ents in this city failed to reach the persons 
intended for. The Postmaster took the 
m atter up at the point where it had been 
turned over to him ,4o ferret out the of­ 
fender, if in his office, and if not, to have 
the suspicion lifted from the Sacramento 
office attaches. 
It is unnecessary to go into the details by 
which he became morally certain of the 
guilt of Brentner. In every case reported 
of loss of money letters of a certain charac­ 
ter 
the circumstances 
pointed in 
the 
same direction. H e reported the m atter to 
Ioepector-in Chief Seabolt at San Francisco, 
and in due time that gentleman called at 
the Sacramento office and received the re­ 
port in detail, ana approved of tbe plans of 
the Postmaster. Shortly after Chief Assist­ 
ant Inspector Major Culver and Inspector 
Erwin came to the citv, rem aining some 
days, but were unable to fasten guilt upon 
any one. They had, of course, to keep in 
retiracy mainly, that their presence in the 
city m ight not alarm the pilferer and frus­ 
trate the efforts to punish crime and thus 
defend the integrity of the mails. 
The Inspectors returned in a few days to 
San Francisco. In the meantime, with 
their approval. Mr. Coleman pursued 
a 
policy contemplated to be perm anent, and 
which contributed to determine where the 
trouble was and to the detection of the 
crim inal; that is, to adjust duties so that 
attaches can relieve each other w ithout 
calling in outside substitutes incase of tak­ 
ing rest or vacation. 
It became a part of the duty of carrier 
Brentner to act as assistant distributer yes­ 
terday, it being his regular Sunday on. 
It 
was his duty to receive and open pouches 
yesterday. Certain pouches arriving by 
tbe Oregon route at about 4 a . m . were, by 
Inspector Irw in, who came to the city on 
Friday, received and be placed in them, 
prior to Brentner coming on duty, th ir­ 
teen letters containing bills 
and 
coin 
marked. These letters upon the exterior 
appeared so regular as to excite no suspi­ 
cion. They were addressed to Weinstock, 
Lubin & Co. 
Brentner received and opened the pouches 
in due tim e and distributed the contents. 
The m ail of W einstcck, Lubin 
Co. goes, 
for convenience, into a special tin box. 
’ 
Prior to Brentner finishing his work 
yesterday morniDg Mr. Coleman came to 
the office and kept the box in sight until 
Brentner went to breakfast. The box was 
then locked and placed under lock and key 
in the private office. 
Inspector Erwin was 
then sent for, and immediately responded, 
and the two officials opened the box and 
found that eleven out of the thirteen above 
mentioned letters were missing. 
Brentner was then called in and asked if 
he had opened the Oregon pouch. 
H e said 
he had. Had anyone assisted him ? No, 
and he had distributed tbe contents him ­ 
self. H e was then asked for the missing 
letters. 
He denied all knowledge of them . 
No threat or coercion was uced, and pres­ 
ently Brentner voluntarily acknowledged 
that he had taken tbe letters; that he had 
taken them to the water closet, removed 
tbeir contents, torn up the envelopes, and 
thrown the letter sheets down tbe closet. 
Brentner then took a handful of silver 
from hi* pocket and gave it to Mr. Erw*n. 
In tbe silver the marked coins were found 
that the Icspector bad marked and placed 
In the letters. Being asked for certain bill3 
of currency that were in some of the let­ 
ters, be said be bad lefttbem up town. 
He 
offered 
to go 
to 
a 
certain 
saloon 
and procure them , and 
the Inspector 
started with him for that purpose. 
Mr. 
Coleman went along, and at the door 
of the saloon Brentner requested tbe Post­ 
master to rem ain outside, and manifested a 
desire to go in entirely alone. Evidently 
he hoped to make a break for liberty, but 
Inspector Erwin went into the saloon with 
him , whereupon Brentner reached down 
and took the bills from his stocking, where 
they bad all the time been secreted. Brent­ 
ner, on the way back fo the Postotfice and 
while there, admitted that some days prior 
to the 8th of June, when Mr. Coleman took 
charge of the Posteflice, the pilfering to 
which he had confessed began. 
Brentner was taken to the city prison, 
after over an hour of time had been con­ 
sumed in traveling about to see if be could 
secure bail. H e will be taken to San Fran­ 
cisco to day and his case will go to tbe 
United Slates Grand Jury in a few days. 
In all the tim e from the 8th of June to 
the day of B rentner’s arrest there was con­ 
stant watchfullness to discover if Brentner 
was guilty and a good m any devices were 
resorted to to make legal certainty of the fact 
belore visiting upon him the penalty of ar­ 
rest and charge, for the officials were not 
disposed to act hastily, nor until there no 
longer remained doubt of guilt. 
W hst 
these devices were, it is not neceesarv to 
state, nor best that they should be detailed, 
since they are employed more or less by 
postal detectives. It m ust suffice to sav 
that the honest attache of the U. 8. Posti 1 
Department cannot possibly be batm ed by 
them , and that it is rare the guilty ever 
escape them. 
One instance, the account of which was 
obtained on the "outside,” does infinite 
credit to the heart of J. W. Wilson, e i- 
Sheriff. Mr. Wilson was at one time taken 
ÍDto the confidence of the officials, and 
agreed that a marked letter m ight be ad­ 
dressed to his care which it would be Brent- 
ner’s duty to deliver. It would cm tain 
m oney: 
The ex-Sberiff believed in the 
honesty of tbe yonng man, and it seemed 
as if his faith was well placed, for the car­ 
rier came in due time with tbe letter, and 
asked for the parson to whom it was ad­ 
dressed. Mr. Wilson made excuse that he 
did not know any such man; that it might 
be intended for one of several contractors 
who bad stabled horses with him —any­ 
how. be did not wish to receive the letter. 
T heu'tpon Brentner rethrned it to the of­ 
fice. 
When Mr. Wilson ascertained that 
fact he took occasion to tell tbe Postmaster 
that his (W ilson’s) idea of the honesty of 
the carrier had been demonstrated to be 
sound, and be added, that tbe officials were 
on the wrong track, and be was “dead cer­ 
tain of it.” 
Mr. W ilson’s sympathetic na­ 
ture received a shock yesterday when he 
learned that, after all, the young m an had 
proved to be gniltv. 
It is worthy of note that Inspector Erwin 
discovered the gnilt of Kennedy, an attache 
of the Sacramento office, two years ago, by 
the use of thirteen letters, and Kennedy 
took eleven and left two, precisely as did 
Brentner yesterday. 
’

T H E ART OF ’ EN TERTA IN IN G . 


S afe R u le s to O b serv e In O rd e r to be 
Su ccessfu l. 
JFrom the Boston Courier.] 
It is not infrequently said that the art 
of hospitality is dead, just as it is from 
time to time said that every other good 
thing which ever blessed the race of man­ 
kind is likewise dead and departed. There 
are those who excuse themselves from en­ 
tertaining by saying that guests nowadays 
demand so much that is not possible to 
satisfy them unless one has resources such 
as are possessed by only two or three per­ 
sons in a generation, and that if one can­ 
not come up to the standard set by people 
of enormous wealth, it is idle to attempt 
to do anything. 
That all this is the most arrant non­ 
sense is probably known to the inmost 
hearts of the very persons who proclaim it, 
and it is one of the many plausible ex­ 
cuses that selfishness is fond of making 
rather than to take the trouble needed to 
do anything for others. 
The spirit of 
hospitality is as much alive now as it ever 
was, and it is one of the blessings for 
which all men should join ¡in thankfulness 
to the gods that it is immortal. The men 
and women of to-day are as ready to be 
entertained simply as they ever were, but 
they are as ready as they ever have been 
to perceive when they are entertained in 
a perfunctory manner, and are ready to re­ 
spond to genuine kindness. 
The secret of entertaining now, as it al­ 
ways has been, is to have the guests 
pleased. If one gives an entertainment 
for the sake of showing his ingenuity it 
is as futile as if he gave it to display his 
wealth, and only a little less vulgar. Given 
the true spirit of hospitality, the real wish 
that the guests shall be happy as a first 
principle, then all other things may be 
added to the improvement of the delight- 
fulnesx of the occasion, but this is the es­ 
sential. 
One of the chief practical difficulties 
with entertaining is that hosts do not give 
the right sort of care to their entertain­ 
ments. They do certain things, usually in 
the way of providing what shall be eaten 
and what shall be drank, and unless in the 
case of a musicale this is apt to be the ex­ 
tent of their cares. How many hosts or 
hostesses follow the example of that clever 
French woman who said, “My dinners are 
famous because I never give one without 
having fully planned out the lines of con­ 
versation with reference to showing each 
guest at his best?” 
A famous Spanish 
dinner-giver is said to have been in the 
habit of secluding himself for a fortnight 
before one of his dinners for the purpose 
of studying up clever bon-mots, but such a 
course could hardly result in anything but 
a display of wit in which the guests were 
merely the audience, and the ideal enter­ 
taining is where the host makes no dis­ 
play of himself or his cleverness beyond 
what_is needful to keep things in motion. 
It is one of the safest and most import­ 
ant rules of successful entertaining to 
leave nothing to chance. It is well to 
plan beforehand everything which is to 
fill up the measure of the time alloteil to 
the guests. 
If something else comes in to 
crowd out part of the programme, there is 
no harm done, and the doleful possibility 
of empty time is avoided. It is of still 
more importance that the guests be se­ 
lected with a view to fitting well together, 
whether it be upon the principle of like­ 
ness or of contrast. 
Many a promising 
dinner has been spoiled by the introduc­ 
tion of a single incongruous guest, who 
has thrown the company out of harmony 
and rendered all the efforts of the host use­ 
less to effect a pleasant whole. 
It is difficult not to conclude that the 
genuine entertainer, like the genuine poet, 
Ls rather born than made by education or 
precept, and yet even the poet needs edu­ 
cation and experience, and the way to 
learn to entertain is to entertain. He or 
she who is beginning should write in let­ 
ters of light upon the memory, “Never un­ 
dertake lo do what one can not do well,” 
and "Never labor for the glory of the host 
at the expense of the pleasures of the 
g u e s t a n d then if one has a friendly 
heart and a due regard for simplicity, the 
rest is not so difficult.

ST. MALOS GRIM STORY. 


■W recked a t S ea a n d S av ed F ro m th e 
S h ark * . 
A remarkable story of the sea comes 
from St. Malo, the narrator being an an­ 
cient mariner named Bauehe, whose pain­ 
ful experience in a small boat on the 
ocean ought to he a warrant for the truth 
of his tale. Bauche had signed articles 
with the Captain of a vessel called the 
Mathilde, in which lie sailed to Mar­ 
tinique. While in the harbor of St. Pierre 
in a lioat with the cabin boy one day he 
was driven oceanward by a gale of wind, 
and was knocking about for a week on the 
waves before he was rescued by a Nor­ 
wegian bark. 
After the first night at sea Bauche says 
that the cabin boy became partly delirious. 
W ater was filling the boat at every in­ 
stant, and, in order to prevent the dving 
lad from being drowned in it, the old sailor 
made pails of the legs of his pantaloons, 
and was thus enable to keep the bottom of 
the little craft tolerably dry. 
lie hidalso 
to deprive himself of his shirt, which lie 
utilized as a flag of distress. On the third 
day the cabin toy died, and hardly was the 
breath out of his body before seven or 
eight ferocious black sharks began to cir­ 
cle round the boat, which they sometimes 
almost touched. 
Rather than deliver up 
the dead botlv to the monsters of the deep 
Bucher kept it until it became offensive. 
Being afraid of illness, he at length 
threw it overboard, after having said his 
prayers over it, and the prey was speedily 
seized by the sharks, which disappeared 
with it and did not show up again for 
twenty-four hours or so. 
Bauche now felt 
so utterly miserable tbat he was thinking 
of throwing himself overboard when he 
was dissuaded frotu his intention by the 
appearance of the sharks, which, after eye­ 
ing him ravenously for some time, actually 
began to gambol before him as if in antici­ 
pation of a good feed off his body. 
“1 did not want to he eaten alive,” re­ 
marked Bauche in his narrative of his 
perilous adventures, “so I remained where 
1 was and awaited assistance.” Ou the 
seventh day the sailor lost consciousnms, 
fell down in the boat, and was rescued in 
an insensible condition by Captain Pader- 
son. of the Wladimir. 
In his mouth the Norwegian sailors 
found what they first thought was an old 
quid of tobacco, but which proved to be 
part of the horn handle of his knife, 
which Bauche was crunching to stave ofl 
hunger when lie became unconscious. The 
res< tied sailor, after having been taken to 
New Orleans, obtained a passage home to 
St. Malo. Only the other day he went 
down to the port to meet his old shipmates 
' of the Mathilde, who had l>een wrecked 
ofl' the coast of Newfoundland, whither 
! they had made another voyage since 
Bauche <ii-:ippeared at Martinique. The 
i crew of the Mathilde had been rescued ofl 
I the banks of Labrador by an English ves- 
| sel. They had long, of course, given up 
I Bauche and the cabin boy as lost in mid- 
j ocean, and great was their surprise when 
I they beheld the former in the flesh and as 
I lisle and hearty as if he had never been 
without food cm the deep for full seven 
days in an open boat, and in perilous con­ 
tingency to the teeth of the tigers of the 
ocean.
